Local football rivals team up for charity game

This year, the annual Montreal Shrine Bowl 
football game returns to the friendly confines of 
McGill's scenic Percival Molson Memorial Stadium, 
perched high atop Mount Royal. 

The concept of an annual Shrine Bowl game began 
more than six decades ago with college football in the 
United States. The East-West Shrine Classic -- 
which has raised more than $10 million for the 22 
Shriners Hospitals throughout the United States, 
Canada and Mexico - - is America's oldest all-star 
game and second only to the Rose Bowl among 
post-season games. 

The Montreal Shrine Bowl has proven to be quite 
a show, especially the halftime extravaganza which 
features a myriad of side shows, much like a 
three-ring circus. Net proceeds, which have totalled 
in excess of $60,000 in the previous half a dozen 
local Shrine Bowl encounters, will go towards the 
Montreal Shriners Hospital for Crippled Children. The 
Official motto of the game is "Strong legs run so that 
weak legs can walk”. 

The Shriners Hospital, located on Cedar Avenue -- 
a long bomb pass from Molson Stadium -- is also 
perched on Mount Royal, overlooking the picturesque 
city of Montreal and the St. Lawrence River. From its 
arched windows, you can see the sprawling campus 
of McGill University below. The physical proximity of 
the hospital to the University reflects the strong ties 
that it shares with the progressive and world 
renowned medical school. 

The Montreal unit was opened in 1925, some 20 
years before the end of the great teaching hospitals. 
Yet from opening day, the Shriners Hospital has 
worked closely with the University -- believing that as 
an institution which is continually discovering and 
creating new methods of treatment, it has an 
obligation to the world of education. 

"The minute you change the body of knowledge, 
you have to get into education -- it is your obligation,” 
says Dr. Richard Cruess, director of professional 
leg at the Montreal unit and dean of medicine at 

ill. 

Not only does the hospital recognize its 
responsibility in training physicians, it also realizes 
the importance of bringing the teaching and learning 
environment into the hospital. 

"The presence of people with inquiring minds 
ensures that you will never sit still," says Cruess. "No 
longer can a hospital remain isolated and expect to 
survive. To be at the cutting edge, you must be 
affiliated with a university where progress is 
constantly taking place.” 

We're gonna pack the place,” predicts Redmen 
head coach Charlie Baillie of the venerable 
15,000-seat Molson Stadium which was constructed 


in 1920. "For the second consecuitve season, we've 
hired a professional promotions man (TerryTrainor of 
FORE TEE Promotions) and I'm confident that were 
gonna have the largest crowd that I've seen in my 25 
years at McGill!" 

This year's official game program will have a lucky 
number on the line-up card and a contest drawing will 
take place in the fourth quarter. One lucky fan will win 
a trip for two, courtesy of Canadian Airlines, to the 
68th annual East-West Shrine Football Classic next 
January in Palo Alto, California. 

Despite over a century of tradition, the 
McGill-Queen's rivalry, one of the fiercest in college 
sports, could _ be in jeopardy of being surpassed by 
the hard-hitting McGill-Concordia Shrine Bow! 
match-ups. "I think that this game, says Baillie "could 
develop into the greatest tradition in McGill's 117-year 
football history." 

A number of past Shrine Bowl stars have gone on 
to play in the Canadian Football League, including 
All-Canadians Michael Soles (McGill) and Leroy Blugh 
(Bishop's), who are now teammates on the Edmonton 
Eskimos. 

McGill won the inaugural Shrine Bowl in 1987 with 
a 31-20 home field victory over Concordia and 
repeated the feat in 1988, winning 27-7 over the 
Stingers, again at Molson Stadium. In 1989, 
Concordia hosted Bishop's University and the Stingers 
lost their third consecutive bid to capture the Shrine 
Bowl by a 15-9 score. In Shrine Bowl IV, played at the 
Loyola campus, Concordia bounced back from an 
early 15-0 deficit to down McGill by a 27-15 margin 
with a strong fourth quarter comeback. In 1991, 
Concordia retained the trophy with a 23-12 victory in a 
thriller played before more than 6,000 fans at the 
Loyola campus. 

Back on Molson Stadium turf last year, the Stingers 
jumped into a quick 9-0 lead on a safety anda 
one-yard touchdown plunge by running back Dio 
Mastrodomenico but McGill roared back to go ahead 
14-9 early in the second quarter with a 3-yard TD run 
bY Delando Hawthorne and a 38-yard pass-and-run 
play from quarterback Justin Raymond to wide 
receiver Alex Trépanier. A Concordia field goal was 
followed by a McGill TD when rookie Benoit Major 
jumped on a fumble in the end zone to give the 
Redmen a 21-12 halftime lead. McGill upped the 
score to a 24-12 margin on a 34-yard field goal by 
Andrew Boon but then watched in horror as the 
Stingers mounted a comeback in the final two minutes 
on majors by pivot Andy Peterkin (on a one-yard 
plunge) and André Bolduc on a three-yard pass 
reception. Final score: McGill 25, Concordia 24.

Shrine Bowl a Great Event On, Off the Field

Most football players are aware of the effect 
injury and pain can have on their peformances 
or their careers. 

You don't have to look far to find an 
example of an athlete whose career has been 
sidetracked by injuries. The star running back 
for the McGill Redmen in today's Shrine Bowl 
game is Delando Hawthorne. When he first 
arrived on the McGill campus, he was regarded 
as a potential superstar. That was before a 
nagging ankle injury reduced his effectiveness 
and forced him to the sidelines for long stretches 
of time. 

But if you asked Delando Hawthorne about 
his problems, he'd probably tell you that they're 
minor when compared to some of the thousands 
of children who are treated each year at the 
Montreal Shriners Hospital for Crippled 
Children and the other Shriners hospitals around 
the world. 

The players who are appearing in today's 
game have an opportunity to put injuries in 
perspective when they play in the Shrine Bowl. 
That's because the activites surrounding the 
game go beyond the couple of hours the players 
spend on the field. 

Each year, a delegation of players from the 
competing teams visit the youngsters at the 
Shriners hospital here in Montreal. 

"I think the players who have visited the 
hospital have been deeply touched by the 
experience," noted Concordia coach Pat 
Sheahan. "I think it provides our players with a 
sense of responsibility. These guys are a year or 
two away from entering the real world and the 
game gives them the feeling that, while they're 
out there having fun, they are also able to help 
someone." 

"T've seen Shrine games elsewhere in North 
America and I've always been impressed," said 
McGill coach Charlie Baillie, whose history of 
involvement in community charities extends 
back to his long association with the Telephone 
Pioneers of America. "It's good for our players 
to see how their efforts are helping youngsters. 


This year, in addition to the hospital visit, we 
have the Shriners visiting both schools and 
explaining how their efforts help others." 

Over the six-year history of the Shrine Bowl, 
the game has raised more than $60,000 and has 
also raised public awareness of the hospital. As 
with all Shriner hospitals which specialize in 
orthopedic and burn treatment of youngsters, 
there is never a charge for the patients and 
donations are extremely important for the 
operation. This is even more true this year since 
the Shriners have offered to provide emergency 
medical care for children from war-torn Bosnia 
and government funding will not cover any of 
these costs. 

But the Shrine Bowl is more than a charity 
fund-raiser. It is also a competitive football 
game which features two of the oldest rivals in 
North America. 

McGill stakes a claim to having played the 
first Amercian-style football game against 
Harvard back in the 19th Century. As for 
Concordia, while the school is a fairly recent 
invention, football has been played on the 
school's Loyola campus since 1906. 

Concordia and McGill have met in five of 
the six previous Shrine Bowl games - Bishop's 
and Concordia played in the other one - and the 
Stingers hold a slim 3 - 2 edge. 

Baillie is hoping to even the score this year. 
The Redmen are favored on the strength of their 
play to date but Baillie notes thay anything can 
happen when these rivals get together. 

As for Sheahan, he says that no matter what 
the outcome, fans can look forward to an 
entertaining game and some quality individual 
performances. 

"I think the one thing we've proved in this 
game is that we can provide fans with some 
exciting football," said Sheahan. "Not only 
have most of the games been close and 
competitive but fans have also had a chance to 
see guys who went on to play in the Canadian 
Football League, great players like Mike Soles, 
Gerry Ifill and Paul Vajda." 

Not to mention the fact that the fans also get 
an opportunity to share in helping a great cause.

H I S T O R Y 


Shriners Hospital in Montreal was opened on Febuary 18th, 1925 with a 60 bed capacity for the purpose of 
providing orthopaedic care to children up to age 14. In later years this was subsequently raised to 16 and to its 
present limit of 18 years. It is to be noted that the patient whose application is accepted prior to having 
reached their 18th birthday may be treated until their 21st birthday. 


Throughout the course of the early years in treating children, statistics indicated an average length of stay of 90 
to 120 days. The most recent statistics (1989 - 10 days) are quite remarkable when comparisons are made. 
This can be directly related to the increase in clinic visits over the same period of time. Obviously then, a great 
majority of our work is switching from an in-patient basis to an out-patient basis. This is attributable to a 
number of things. Primarily the advances in medical care as well as the ability for parents to more adequately 
care for their children at home aided by pre-discharge training and regular visits to the clinic. 


The type of conditions treated today far exceed the range of those treated in the 1920's period, for instance. In 
addition to treating patients suffering from the "routine" orthopaedic problems, deformed legs, arms, hands, etc., 
we are now addressing patients who present a number of problems, for instance, Spina Bifida, a condition 
which occurs at birth when the spine does not close. Depending on where the opening is, the child may be 
anywhere from totally handicapped to only slightly. Also affected are various bodily functions, urination, 
walking, speaking, etc. This type of condition is presently treated at the Shriners Hospital, furthermore, we are 
also treating patients who are afflicted with Cerebral Palsy, whereas 20 years ago this type of patient was not 
accepted by the Shrine. We are presently providing plastic surgery services for patients with gross deformities. 
Within the area of urology, our service has developed a highly progressive program wherein certain 
orthopaedic patients being incontinent, are now rendered capable by way of surgically increasing the size of 
the bladders and the implantation of artificial sphincters. 


As an example, the following clinics are offered: Daily orthopaedic clinic, Scoliosis and spinal deformities 
clinic, Neuromuscular multi-disciplinary clinic, Hand and Plastics clinic, Metabolic and inherited orthopaedic 
diseases clinic, Myelodysplasia multi-disciplinary clinic, Rheumatology clinic, and Prosthetic clinic. The 
medical staff for the Montreal Unit is made up of orthopaedic surgeons and consultants who have 
appointments at McGill University School of Medicine or University of Montreal School of Medicine. These 
professionals are highly skilled and come to us with a commitment to serve and to render the highest possible 
care. 


The staff itself consists of a number of "sub-specialists" such as a particular surgeon skilled in scoliosis, 
dislocated hips, hands, cerebral palsy, etc. The Montreal Unit maintains very close ties with the Montreal 
Children's Hospital working together to provide the best possible milieu for handicapped children in our area. 


In 1986, three years of planning finally resulted in reconstruction of the entire building which produced a 
modern 40 bed facility. This reconstruction/planning was a lengthy stage caused primarily by our insistence on 
presenting to the public an institution which responded to not only the functional needs of the hospital but to 
the human needs of our patients. In essence we constructed the hospital with the philosophy of rendering 
"family centered care" in mind. This entails bringing the parents into the hospital to follow along with the 
treatment program of the child. In doing so, we are required them to provide facilities for these new visitors to 
the hospital. Accomodations, recreation areas, etc. were built in to the existing builing and now parents are 
able to follow along with their child as they go through the difficult stages of surgery and rehabilitation. The 
presence of the parents greatly enhances the motivational drive of the patient and we are routinely 
complimented on this aspect of our establishment.
